Efforts on the part of Mveral 
members of the Inlerfraternlty 
Council to bar pledges from par<^ 
Hcipation in •interff-aierhity' ath- 
letics were brought to • ji'^^cllfnag 
Sunday when the • Council Tpassed. 
an amendment to the Constitu- 
tion to the effect that no- pledge 
registered in the University w.ho,| 
is a candidate for freshman or 
-varsity football, freshman' ‘'or* vars- 
'ify basketball, or varsity baseball 
may participate in Inlerfraternity 
sports. ' • 

The passage of the amendftienl 
marked the end of a seri^g^of such 
proposals which were startod- last 
spring when a proposed amen^dment I 
to the constitution to bar all pledges 
from such competition was Intro- 
duced. It was the second time, 
this year that (he Council had' 
voted on proposed amendments 
governing pledge participation. T^e 
previous proposal was voted down 
by a close margin at a re^rent meet- 
ing. 

The amendment wHl be far-reach- 
ing in effect ^and is expected to end 
the practice allowing pledges to 
play in interfraterntty matches- and 
later become members of freshmen 
or' varsity squads in the ■ same 
sports. In previous years this has 
often been the case, since Council 
activity "1h all sports epds before 
varsity teams have begun their .Ja- 
sons and pledges were thereby ex* 
fropt from, the erlicle prohibiting 
abpekrance of letter men In. the 
iineupt. 

The amendment is effective im- 
mediately.

TT IS not gratifying to indulge 
^ in an excess of superlatives so 
early In the season. Yet anything 
less would fall far short of justly 
appraising the performance of Letw 
pold Stokowski and the Philadel- 
phia Orchestra last Thursday eve- 
ning. 

Stokowski is an older man tn 
appearance and he gave a very ma- 
ture reading of a most msturt 
symphony, the 4th of Brahms. Like 
Tchalkowskl's "Pathetlque" this 
work is_ tragic In import but th# 
Brahms' work Is an intellectual 
tragedy, while the other is em(v 
tlonal. It is significant, perhaps, 
that the cycle of Brahms’ sym- 
phonies begins with the thoughtful 
but optimistic C Minor and con- 
cludes with the aloof -and resigned 
sadness of the E Minor’s last move- 
ment. 

Stokowski's rendering of the sen- 
suous. dynamic surge of bachanalian 
music from the Paris version of 
"Tannhauser" is too familiar to 
concert-goera to require notice. 
When played with the Brahms 4th 
it admirably Illustrated the range 
I of feeling and thought which this 
I conductor can sollelt from the or- 
' chestra. And as if this were In- 
sufficient, the audience was further 
treated to the playing of a Japanese 
work dating from the 8th or 9th 
century. For most occidentals thli 
music was too strange to be warmly 
received at Arst hearing. However, 
In this day of relativity there it 
no reason to suMose that musical 
standards are more absolute than 
other standards. The comparison 
of our own with, those of the Orient 
can certainly afford no harm.

By Austin Cunningham 
a^NE of the chief toplca of con- 
versation around America's din- 
ner tables these days is the League 
of Nations, and 90 per cent of the 
comment is unfavorable. In other 
words, the league has taken the 
piece that prohlt^ition h.eld a lew. 
years back. 

'And yeT, history may prove that 
one of the main drawbacks to ef- 
fective League peace efforts has 
been the United States of America, 
for. although the confederation of 
states known as the League of 
Nations was the idea of a great 
American peace worker, the United 
States, from the very beginning, 
has assumed a "holier than thou’^ 
attitude toward many sincere ef- 
forts to outlaw war which have 
been initiated in Geneva and else- 
where. And 'the result has been, 
of course, that the League hat be- 
hind it a hiatory of a decade and 
a half of futility and failure. 

At this' moment the world faces 
a crisis and from the looks of- 
things will soon have a series of 
grave problems to be met and over- 
, come. Germany is an armed camp; 

. Japan has already made clear Its 
attitude; Italy’s war tanks are to- 
day in the act of ''civilising” EtTti- 
opia; and the other nations of the 
world are allying and making redSy 
for whatever may come. ' 

At this Juncture Secretary Hull 
in last Saturday's letter to the co- 
ordinating committee of the League 
has reiterated and clariAed the po- 
sition of the United States. This 
letter Is an admirable document 
in so far as it goes, but it leaves

I WONDER, as I read the recent 
accounts of suppression and op- 
pression In California, at the Uni- 
versities of Wisconsin. Pittsburgh. 
Harvard, end Michigan, at Renn- 
salaer Polytechnic Institute, Con- 
sumers' Research, and other no less 
important instances, how far these 
interferences with our civil liber- 
ties will extend. » . . . 

More especially. It see;ns Justi- 
Aable.to question whether univer- 
sities in general, since they seem 
to be 4he focus of a reactionary 
barrage, are not becoming afraid 
' to speak the truth for fear of of- 
fending boards of trustees, potent 
alumni, and state legislatures. Does 
not -this excursion in suppression 
develop into a vicious cycle which 
denies to the student of human 
affairs the results of study and 
criticism of the existing order, and 
which offers haltingly the partisan 
reports of the American Liberty 
League, and, though somewhat less 
partisan, of the Brookings Institu- 
tion? 

I think that It. is time that the 
function of a university be re- 
stated— it needs no re-deAnltion. At 
the outset, it it an obvious truth 
that a university has nothing to 
do with distinctions based on either 
money or opinion. It is neither 
I capitalist nor proletarian, liberal 
I nor conservative, rightist nor cen- 
' trist nor leftist. A university should 
.wear no label, for labels are made 
to economize thought, and univer- 
sities are set up to spend it. In 
a certain deAnlte sente, it may be 
said that the principal function of 
universities is the negative func- 
tion of knocking nonsense out of 
people’s heads, and of Ailing the 
vacuum with orderly habits of in- 
telligent'curiousity about the things 
It then fol-

Brandenburg, ^Aitchell, Shute, Prominent 
G. W*/ Alumnk Die During the- Past Week 


Each Outstanding in Re- 
^gpective Held— Drama, 
Law, and Medicine 

Three University alumni, each 
equally prominent In their respec- 
tive fields of drama, law and medi- 
cine. died last week. They were 
Edwin C. Brandenburg, LL.M.. '90; 
Landon E. Mitchell. Hon. LL. D. and 
Daniel Shute, M.D., '83. 

Edwin C. Brandenburg, LL.M., 
'90, and professor emeritus In' 'la#; 
died Wednesday at his home in 
Rockville after- two . years of fall- 
Ibg health. He was 70 years old. 

Before his retirement from active 
teaching. Brandenburg specialized 
in Federal Procedure and Pro- 
cedure In Bankruptcy* and Insol- 
vancy at the lim^cerslty. He look 
his LL.B. and -LL.M. degrees at 
George Washington. 

Brandenburg, aside from his 
teaching and law pracUqe, built up 
a considerable fortune through his 
activities In public utilities. He 
held directorships in the Washing- 
ton Railway and Electric Co., the 
Capital Tranilt Co. and Potomac 
Electric Power Co. 

Langdon E. Mitchell, one-time 
lecturer on poetry at the Univer- 
sity and later Mask an<f Wig pro- 
fessor in the English Department 
of the University of Pennsylvania, 
died last Monday at the age of 73. 

Mr. Mitchell was a. member «f 
The Players of- New York, the New 
York Bar. and held ah 'honorary 
Doctor of I^ws deflec from the 
University. 

Ws moRt popular play, ‘The New 
York Idea”; ~a. satire on divorces, 
shocked some of the more reserved 
of the audience and aroused a great 
■deal of rriilrism concerning his 
abuse of the sac'redness of women 
in his plays. One -of tractors was 
George Arllss. 

In 1890 Mr. Mifchell was widely 
acclaimed for his dramatization of 
“Becky Sharp”. . Using the j ii- 
name of John Philip Varley. he 
later publi.shed “Sylvian and Other 
Poems", ■poems”, “Love In the 
Backwoods" and "Understanding 
-America”.. . 

Dr. Daniel Shute. 77, .emeritus 
professor of clinical opthamology, 
died suddenly at his home bn Oc- 
toboa 21. Many Upiveralty oAcials 
and faculty memberr attended the 
funeral services Wednesday, during 
which time clasps at the Medical 
School were suspended. Interment 
took place at UppervUIe, Va. 

Starting on 'the .faculty of the 
University in 1886 ns a prosecutor 
to the.rbair of aqatomy, Dr. Shute 
Was then made lecturer and ffnal)>. 
professor of- which pos 

he held until 1910. He had also

Hirst was editor of 'The Eicon- 
omist”, a leading publication in the 
political economy field, from 1807 
to 1916. He wag, president of the 
Oxford Union Society while a stu- 
dent at Oxford and in Ifi fi^ was 
awarded the Cobden Prize'!’ 

His most recent book, is "The 
Consequences of the War to Great! 
Bri'tain", published in 1934. Previ- 1 
ous works included "Stock Ex-'| 
change” In 1911, "Political Econ- 
omy of War" , in 1915, "Life . of 
Thomas Jefferson" in 1926, and 
“Wall Street and Lombard Street" 
in 1931. 

Born in 1873, Hirst attended Ox- 1 
ford and the' London School of i 
E^nomics. He Is now a governor^ 
of the latter Institution. 

President Cloyd H. Marvin will 
preside at the lecture and Introduce 
the speaker. 

Visitors, as well as students and 
faculty members, will attend . the , 
lecture.
